THUMBNAIL HISTORY OP U. S. 
ARMY DIVISIONS 


TWENTY-NINTH DIVISION 
The Twenty-ninth Division w a s organized i** luly, 1917, at 
\ Camp McClellan, Alaibama. 
It wa s composed originally oi 
1 National Guard units from the District of Columbia and the 
J States of New J ersey, Delaware, Maryland and Virginia. 
Later, however, the Delaware troops were withdrawn and 
organized into pioneer infantry units. 
The Division wa s 
sent oversea s in J une and J uly. 1918, and after a few weeks' training 
moved 
into a quiet front line sector. 
It w a s a ssig ned to the American 
First Army 
in September and participated in the Meuse-Argonne offen­ 
sive, continuing actively until the sig ning of the Armistice. 
The Twenty- 
ninth captured 2,187 prisoners and its ca sua lties totalled 6.153, 
During 
its entire service it w a s commanded by Major General Charles G. Morton. 
Its insig nia is a circle bisected by two half circles, reversed and joined; 
one half of circle blue, the other half gray.

THIRTIETH DIVISION 
The Thirtieth Division, composed of National Guard troops 
from Tennessee a nd North and South Carlina, wa s organized 
on October, 1917. at Camp Sevier, South Carolina. 
It moved 
oversea s in May and J une, 1918, and in J uly wa s a ssig ned 
to an active sector in Belgium and participated in the Ypres- 
Lys offensive. 
In August its artillery units were transferred 
to the Toul sector and took part in the St. Mihiel and Meuse-Argonne 
offensives. 
The Division, less artillery, participated in the Somme of­ 
fensive with the 4th British Army, its outstanding operations being the 
capture of Bellicourt and the breaking of the Hindenburg *.ine. 
It cai> 
tured 3,848 prisoners and suffered 8.954 ca sua lties. 
Its insignia is the 
monogram “ OH" containing Roman numeral XXX in blue on a maroon 
field. 


THIRTY-FIRST DIVISION 
The Thirty-first Division wa s organized in October, 1917, at 
Camp Wheeler. Georgia, from National Guard troops of 
Georgia. Ala ba ma and Florida, and National Army men 
drafted from Illinois and Michigan. 
It sa iled oversea s in 
September and October. 1918, and upon arrival in France 
was desig ned a s a replacement division. 
The personnel ol 
most of the units w a s withdrawn and sent to other organir.ations, lea ving 
the Thirty-first skeletonized. It returned to the United States in December. 
1918. Its insignia is a red circle enclosing the letters “ D.D." in red. 


THIRTY-SECOND DIVISION 
i 


The Thirty-second Division wa s organized in J uly, 1917, at 
Camp MacArthur. Texas, of National Guard troops from 
Wisconsin and Michigan, and went oversea s early in the 
following year. In May, 1918, it wa s stationed in the central 
sector in Alsace, and late in J uly participated in the Aiene- 
Marne offensive, occupy ing the Fisme sector August 7. 
The 
Division wa s active in the Oise-Aisne operations and in the Meuse- 
Argonne offensive. 
It wa s commanded by Major General Wiliam G. 
Haan. 
Its insignia is an upright arrow piercing a crossbar in red. 


THIRTY-THIRD DIVISION 
The Thirty-third Division wa s formed of National Guard 
troops from Illinois at Camp Logan. Texas, in J uly, 1917. It 
arrived in France in May, 1918. and, less artillery, trained 
with the British near Abbeville and experienced its first 
combat service in the Amiens sector early in J uly. 
It par­ 
ticipated in Somme offensive and in the terrific fighting at 
Verdun. 
It fought through the Meuse-Argonne offensive and wa s on 
the Troyon sector at the sig ning of the Armistice. 
Its artillery units par­ 
ticipated in the St. Mihiel and Meuse-Argonne offensives. 
The Division 
captured 3,987 prisoners and its ca sua lties totalled 7 255. 
Major General 
George Bell. J r., commanded the division throughout the World War. 
Its insig nia is a y ellow cross on a black circle.
